A paper 
based tape, like the older 
parcel tape used to be, 
may be OK for the job. 


I have a wonderful collection of 
slides (British) on Cornish 
shipwrecks and village history, 
which my father collected in the 
1950’s and 60’s. I now have the 
collection and still give talks using 
my magic lantern! 


The early slides are still in good 
condition having used the original 
black gummed tape (passe partout), 
but the black tape was dropped in 
favour of plastic tape!!!!_ The plastic 
tape is now peeling from some of the 
slides and the plates are separating .

in domestic settings. Moralizing 
religious lectures became theatrical 
when delivered with the help of 
magic lantern projection. The glass 
slides reflected the class, gender, 
and racial attitudes found in popular 
theatres, like vaudeville and music 
halls. In the 20th century, however, 
the magic lantern was regarded as a 
precursor to the rise of cinema rather 
than a type of theatre, which has 
tended to distort its early history.
